Macmillan, the Prime Minister, and his 
new Government face the urgent task of arresting the present 


popularity’ ‘with British 


Cabinet Ministers and party managers alike are seriqusly 
‘| concerned by, the slump in electoral support reflected in 
Conservative reverses in recent Parliamentary by-elections. 


It la widely recognised both 
among Conservative ond Labour 
Opposition politicians that the 
sawing away from the Govern- 
ment arises from three main 
causes. They are: 

1, The econamic and 
diplomatic aftermath of British 
urmed Intervention in Egypt. 

2. The continued riso In the 
cost of Ilving. 

3. The Government's con- 
troversial new Rents Bill, 
which, when passed Into law, 
wilt decontrol rents and tenure 
of 800,000 houses and cventually 
raise the rents of betweon 
4,000,000 ond 6,000,000 -morc. 

Conservatives had hoped that 
the recent chan of Prime 
Minister and Cabinet after Sir 
Anthony Eden's resignation 
through ill health would halt an 
already apparent decline in 
thelr party's electoral fortunes. 
But o group of by-elections 
fought since the Janunry 
Government changes hos served 
only to emphasise the drift from 
the Conservative cause, 

The results included the loss 
of n Government seat in London 
to Labour, and Labour's defeat 
of a Conservative - backed 
Libtral in o Welsh constituency. 


Withholding Votes 


But the main message which 
the by-elections as a whole 


contained for the Government, 


was not of o spectacular swing 
to the left s© mutch os of a 
failure by many Conservatives 
to go to the polls at all, 

The new Prime Minister is 
acutely conscious of the danger 
of the present tendency. In a 
messuge to the Conservative 
cendidate in a new by-election, 
he said that he hoped 
Conservatives would think 
twice before they played Into 
the hands of the Soclullsts by 
withholding their votes, 

“It is at times such as this, 
when = disagreeable —_ remedies 
have to be applicd to detp- 
scaled lls, that their loyal 
support is most needed,” Mr 
Macmilian said, 

Referring to “reduction of the 
Conservative yote”” at by- 
elections, he suid that he under- 
stood the motives of some who 
abstained and sympathised with 
thelr grievances, “especially of 
those who have to live on fixed 
incomes." The Prime Minister 
added that these people wero 
not belng forgotten by the 
Government. 

In the forefront of Mr 
Macmillan's mind was clearly 
what happened at North 
Lewisham, an industrial- 
residentlal district on the south- 
east border of London, in the 
fitst of the recent by-elections. 
There, the Conservatives’ 1955 
Gencral- Election. majority was 
wiped out and Labour captured 
the seat by 1,110 votes. An 
Independent “Empire Loyalist” 
woman candidate who = in- 
tervened, split the vote und 
polled 1,487—most of her sup- 
hort being apparently derived 
from disgruntled Conservatives, 

The most significant aspect 
of this election for the Govern- 
ment, however, was that Its 
share of the total votes polled 
in che contest felt by 7% per 
cent, 

This was followed by a bigger | gy 
drop in the Conservative poll 
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at Wednesbury, in Staffordshire, 
the English pottery-making 
country, The Labour defender of 
the seat subitantlally increased 
his mee 1955 majority, though 
fightin Conservative’ an 
Thacpendcne peponens com- 
pared with only a Conservative 
in 1955. The overninent share 
of votes feli there by 11% per 
cent. 


Disillusioned 


But the Government's biggest 
shock came from Sir Anthony 
Eden’s old constituency of War- 
wick and Leamington, hitherto 
regarded os a Conservative 
stronghold, There, the former 
Prime Minister's 1955 inajorky 
of 18,466 was slashed by five- 
alxths in n straight fight with 
Labour, reducing this former 
“sa{e’ Government scat over- 
night to a “marginal” con- 
stiluency which would be 
highly vulnerable in a General 
Election, The Conservative 
share of the poll fell by 12 per 
cent, 


In Carmarthen, Wales, on the 


same day, the Government 
rectived a fresh disappointment, 
It hag put forward no candidate 
of Its own for a by-election 
there, feeling this wus too tough 
a radical stronghold for a 
Conservative to crack. But 
Conservatlves were backing the 
Liberal defender agalnst a 
Labour challenger, who ‘won 
the scat. . 

The Welsh contest was, how- 
ever, tho bitterest pill for 
Liberals—once Britain's ruling 
party—who" had the humiliation

The Wanwiek and Leamington

The other contests had shown 
that a section of Conservatives, 
disillusioned for a variety of 
reasons, were prepared to with- 
hold thelr support from their 
own party or back an 
Independent candidate, but- were 
reluctant to vote for a Socialist. 

But Warwick and Leamington 
voters, with only the cholce 
between Socialism and  agnti- 
Socialism, demonstrated that in 
al circumstances they were 

repared to express their 
Uiseatistaction by voting for the 
Labour candidate—whose poll 
tose from 16,513 in 1955 to 


22,701,

Politicians generally conceded, 
however, that the contest had 
speciol features.
